UNPRECEDENTED. 

To-day the Senate for the first time since the 
creation of the Federal Government declined to 
promptly confirm the nominations of an incom- 
ing President. They were laid on the table of 
the Senate, and to-morrow, when the committees 
have been appointed, they will be referred, and 
in due time reported and acted upon. This de- 
lay is not only unprecedented so far as the 
entire Cabinet is concerned, but the more 
especiaily in the case of Messrs. Sherman, 
Schurz, and Key. These three gentlemen are 
ex-Senators, and it is one of the traditionary 
usages of the Senate to confirm the nomination of 
an ex-Senator without reference. This action 
on the part of the Senate was prompted, of 
course, by the dissatistaction on the part of 
some of the Republican Senators with the nomi- 
nations. Generally speaking, 

THEY WERE NOT CONSULTED 

in the selections made by the President, yet he 
has taken especial pains, and has been aided by 
Vice-President Wheeler and a few other per- 
sonal friends. He regards the selections made 
as insuring him the advice of gentlemen whose 
private characters are above reproach, and 
who are in accord with his progressive views as 
set forth in his litter of acceptance and 
in his inaugurn! address. Those whose opinion 
is valuable think that the nominations will 
ultimately be confirmed, although the friends of 
Carl Schurz have grave fears that he will be re-

SWINBURNE’S NEW POEM. 
Springfleld ( Mass.) Republican. 

Swinburue’s new poem about Tristram and 
Iseult, which he entitles The Sailing of the 
Swallow,“ appears in the Independent in advance 
vi tts publication in England; and that journal 
pronounves it unlike its predecessors, and tells 
us it demands and rewards study. We can 
hardly think the poem ranks with Swinburne’s 
best writing. Yet the legend has been common 
spoi) of poets, aud it must uceds be master-work 
that takes our attention at all, and it is some- 
thing of a tribute to say this does take atten- 
tion. It is written in rhymed pentameters, the 
Morris verse, and is liker to Morris than to 
Swinburne’s self: yet the noticeable thing is a 
resemblance to Tennyson,—not, however, in the 
wearisome length of the sentences, which are 
almost as bad as Mr. Evarts’, and make Milton's 8 
most elaborate involutions simple. The like- 
ness to the laureate is not due to the kiuship of 
the story with his—part of it, remember, is 
used in that strangest of the Idyls, the “ Lact 
Tournament,’’—but lies in such comparison of 
line as each reader will make for bimself. As

It was felt at the opening of {the present 
session of the Illinois Legislature that one of 
the most important things to be done was to 
give the cities of Illinois the benefit of reg- 
istration for all their elections, which is en- 
joyed under the present law only when such 
elections occur on the same day as the gen- 
eral State elections. But a fierce opposition 
was encountered among the country mem- 
bers to a restoration of the old Registration 
law, since it would require registration for 
every election in the small towns and rural 
districts where there is no danger of frand, 
and where all the yoters are well known to 
one another. This objection has been avoid- 
ed by a bill requiring registration for all 
elections held in the State, except the town- 
ships which lie outside of the limits of in- 
corporated cities; for all general elections 
registration is now required in guch towns, 
so that the proposed law does not affect 
them one way or the other, while it will 
give cities and incorporated towns the pro- 
tection so urgently needed for honest local 
elections. 


The tone of the Washington dispatches 
this morning, more especially those of the 
Associated Press, would seem to indicate 
that certain of the opponents of the Presi- 
dent’s Southern policy have been altogether 
too fast in ascribing to the new Administra- 
tion an intention to desert the Republicans 
of Louisiana and South Carolina. Until the 
new Cabinet has been confirmed and has had 
the opportunity for careful consultation and 
deliberation upon the measures which 
have been thus far only outlined in 
the letter of acceptance and the 
inaugural address, and until the details of 
the policy of pacification shall have been 
decided upon, it might be well for Mr. 
Buanme and his followers in the Senate to 
await developments,—to ascertain what the 
new policy is to be before attacking it so 
vigorously. It is not impossible to imagine 
that the course resolved upon by the Presi- 
dent and his advisers will be such as to com- 
mend it to the favor and support of the 
nervous and excitable people who are just 
now so apprehensive. Premature explosions 
are always undesirable. 


Russia is reported as getting impatient at 
the delay of the Powers in replying to the 
circular asking an expression of views on the 
present condition of the Eastern difficulty, 
and Count Scuovvanorr, the Russian Am 
bassador to England, has been instructed by 


-GORTSCHAKOFY to request an immediate reply 


by that Government. In addition, the latter has 
forwarded to the Russian representatives in 
England, France, Germany, Austria, and 
Italy, a new circular setting forth the Czar's 
position with reference to the present atti- 
tude of Turkey—which is, in effect, 
that unless the Powers require of the Porte 
a complete acceptance of the programme 
of reforms adopted by the Preliminary 
Conference at Constantinople, Russia will 
regard this course on the part of the Powers 
as a renunciation of their right to insist 
upon Turkey's obedience to the voice of Eu- 
rope and will thereupon declare the Treaty of 
Paris null and void so far as it has hither- 
to maintained the independent action of 
Russia. The meaning of this declaration 
obviously is that England must either take 
cognizance of Turkey’s defiance of the au- 
thority of the Powers, or else stand back and 
let Russia manage the matter in her own 


way. 


The refusal of the Senate yesterday to 
promptly confirm the Cabinet appointments 
of President Hayes was a departure from 
traditional usage that is only to be accounted 
for on the supposition that several of the 
Senators took this method of manifest- 
ing their resentment of the President’s 


|. disregard of their. respective wishes and 


claims in the selection of his Cabinet 
and his firm determination to form his own 
Administration. Nothing less potent then 
bitter personal pique could have called forth 
the objections that compelled the Republican 
majority to violate for the first time 
the invariable rule of confirming with- 
out reference or debate the appoint- 
ment of ex-Senators, of whom there were 
three,—-Messrs. Suexman, Scuunz, and Key, 
—among the names submitted. It is not be- 
lieved that this manifestation of spite will 
be carried to the extent of defeating the 
confirmation of the Cabinet selections, but 
if such should be the temper of the Senate, 
President Harne would still be able to have 
his chosen advisers in spite of the opposition 
of the Senate, by simply giving notice that 
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punishment for the crime of murder, but in 


no other. The practice at common law, and 
under tho statutes of nearly all the States, is 
for the Court to fix the punishment after 
the jury has pronounced the acoused 
guilty of a felony. To leave it to 
the jury is to give too wide a latitude to the 
sympathies and prejudices of the twelve 
men, and it often influences the verdict on 
the gpilt or innocence of the accused. This 
is especially true since the rulings of the 
Courts in regard to jurymen have enabled 
the lawyers to shut out from jury-service in 
criminal cases pretty much every man who is 
intelligent enough to read the newspapers. 
There is no doubt that, under our present 
system, there are many cases of especial 
hardship where offenders have been sent to 
the Penitentiary for a term altogether out of 
proportion to the extent of their crime, and 
many others where the punishment has been 
notoriously insufficient, whereas an impar- 
tial Judge, passing upon criminal offenses 
every day, would be more likely to mete out 


equal justice. 


THE PRESIDENT AND LOUISIANA. 
The situation in Louisiana is one full of 
perplexity, and one admitting a wide range 
of opinion, as to the wise and at the same 
time just policy for the Administration to 
adopt. Mr, Bram, in his speech advocat- 
ing the admission of Kzi1oce to the Senate, 
stated that Kxx10oce’s election rested on the 
same foundation as that of Gov, Packanrp, 
and that both were as valid as that of Presi- 
dent Hayes; and that the Republican party 
could not permit KIL OO or Pacxarp to be 
rejected without confessing that Hares was 
not legally elected. Mr. Bram is no lawyer, 
and when he begins a war he is frequently in- 
accurate; he states his conclusions, and his 
assertions lead to that conclusion. Mr. 
Bran is partly right and partly wrong in 
his statement. The law of Louisiana made 
the Returning Board the official canvasser 
of the votes for Presidential Electors, and it 
in like manner compiled the returns of the 
vote for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor 
and transmitted them to the Legislature ; 
and it certified that according to the returns 
certain persons had been elected members 
of the Legislature. In the case of Presiden- 
tial Electors, the count of the Board was 
final. In the case of the members of the 
Legislature, it was subject to the authority 
of each House to determine the election of 
its own members, and inthe case of the 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor it was 
subject to the canvass by the two Houses of 
the Legislature. The difference between the 
Presidential Electors and the Governor is 
that the Returning Board was legally au- 
thorized to declare the election of the Elect- 
ors, and was not authorized to do anything 
of the kind in the case of the Governor. The 
canvass by the Returning Board, therefore, 
did not make either Pacgarp or NicHo.is 
Governor, because that Board had no legal 
authority to determine that question. 
The Canvassing Board, however, made re- 
turns of those who were prima facie entitled 


to seats in the Legislature. They returned, 
as having been elected in 1876, as follows:

The two parties refused to act together, 
but separated into two rival Legislatures, 
meeting in separate halls, and each hav- 
ing its own Speaker and other officers. To 
complicate matters still worse, some four or 
five of the Senators reckoned as Republicans 
seceded from that body and took seats with 
the Democrats, leaving the Republican Senate 
without a quorum to do business, while 
it secured a quorum for the Democratic 
Senate; and, though two of them re- 
turned, the Democrats had a majority 
of the legally-returned Senators, which 
majority they enlarged by the admission of 
some contestants. The Republicans in the 
meantime had a large majority in the House ; 
and thus were organized two separate Legis- 
latures, one having an unquestioned legal 
majority in the House, with a minority in 
the Senate ; the other with a majority of the 
legal membersof the Senate, and only a mi- 
nority of the House. In the Senate, the Re- 


ting contestants, and in the House the Dem- 
ocrats admitted enough contestants to make 
@ quorum. 

These two Legislatures, thus constituted, 
formally proceeded to canvass the votes for 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor. The 
one declared that Packarp and Avro had 
been elected, and the other that Nicole 
and Wien had been elected. Which of these 
Legislatures, if either, was the legal Legisla- 
ture of the Siate? On that question depends 
the legal authority of either to canvass the 
vote and declare the result. Each Legisla- 
ture had one legal House, and the conjunc- 
tion of the two legal Houses, which 
may be claimed to be necessary to 
constitute a legal Legislature, does not 
seem to have taken place, at least 
that it did take place is denied. That the 
Legislature is the only body in Louisiana 
legally authorized to canvass the vote for 
Governor and declare an election is not dis- 
puted. Both of these Legislatures, consti- 
tuted as we have explained, claim to be the 
legal Legislature of the State; and on the 
determination of that point depends the 
legality of the declared election for Gov- 
ernor. 

Ordinarily, these difficulties would be em- 
barrassing enough, but they are further com- 
plicated by the unfortunate want of any con- 
stituency capable or willing to bear arms and 
sustain the Packarp Government. Ninety- 
five per cent of the Republicans in Louisiana 
are colored. It is their misfortyne that they 
are not the physical.or mental equals 
of the white population, 95 per cent of 
which of which are Democrats. They have 
come down during so many generations of 
slavery, bred under the terror of the lash, 
their lives at the mercy of their owners, and 
standing in awe of the white race, that, 
while all zealous and united Republicans, 
they dare not oppose resistance tothe violence 
of the white man, and from a physical contest 
with the white race the negroes instinctivel y 
and incontinently run away. If the colored 


publicans filled many vacant seats by admit- 


tained possession of a large proportion of the 
county offices, and have all the police force 
in New Orleans, and to that extent hold the 
machinery of Government. They offer no 
violence, but they are carrying on pretty 
much all of whatever Government there is in 
the State, without serious opposition. Gov. 

possession of the State- 
House. He has got into that building 160 
armed men ; he has some guns and powder ; 
and behind barricades he is playing Gov- 
ernor. Were it not that ‘the United States 
troops prevent a breach of the peace, his 
Government would fall to pieces and disband 
in an hour. 

What can the President do under such cir- 
cumstances? He can recognize Packarp 
and his wing of the Legislature, and send 
war vessels and Federal troops to protect 
him and them, but he cannot compel the 
taxpayers to pay their taxes to either faction ; 
and he cannot furnish Pacxarp with money 
out of the Federal Treasury to run his State 
Government, or to pay and feed the Gov- 
ernor’s guard. He can sustain PacKARD as 
Governor for four years, but he cannot com- 
pel the people of the State to recognize ‘and 
support him ‘beyond suppressing any vio- 
lence that may be offered. g 

There hat been no proper execution gf the 
laws in Louisiana for many years. There is 
no officer who will undertake to arrest a mur- 
derer; no grand jury will indict, or court 
try, find guilty, and hang a murderer. The 
law and the Government have stood para- 
lyzed for years, because the Government, 
elected even by a majority, has not the sup- 
port of the classes who will or can enforce 
the laws, or give either moral or physical sup- 
port to the authorities. 

The President cannot supply these things. 
His authority is limited to the preservation 
of the peace ; but the silent, non-combative, 
and non-acting opposition is as fatal as an 
aggressive policy. It leaves the President 
with nothing to suppress, nothing to oppose ; 
and the empty recognition of Pacxarp will 
not prevent the literal starvation of his Gov- 
ernment. This is the despair of the sit- 
uation. 

It is time that the people of both parties 
in Louisiana and in the country should see 
and understand this condition of affairs, 
and, to promote the policy of the President 
to secure the Southern States wise and honest 
local self-governments, should be willing to 
yield something for the public good, and, by 
union, co-operation, and compromise, extri- 
cate the State from its present perplexity, 
and establish there one Government to 
which the whole people will give a cordial 


support. 

THE STATE-HOUSE COMMISSIONERS. 

The bill reported by Mr. Anmstrone, abol- 
ishing the Board of State-House Commis- 
sioners, will receive the approval of the en- 
tire people of Illinois outside, perhaps, of a 
little clique of interested friends and jobbers 
in and about Springfield. There are two ex- 
cellent reasons why the Legislature should 
hasten to adopt the measure. The money 
for proceeding with the work has all been 
exhausted, and cannot constitutionally be 
appropriated except by a vote of the people 
at a general election, after which it must be 
raised by taxation; consequently it will be 
more than two years before there will be 
any work for the State-House Commission- 
ers to do, and it is only fair to dispense with 
them, their salaries, their attaches, and their 
expenses. In the second place, this pro- 
cedure serves to get rid of a set of men who 
have forfeited the confidence of the people 
by their previous management of the State- 
House affairs, and by altering the plans and 
doing the workin utter disregard of the 
constitutional limitation of the cost of the 
building to $3,500,000 when completed. 

We have gone over this State-House mat- 
ter pretty thoroughly and exposed some 
striking evidences of abuses, and unlawful 
practices, and bad management. We have 
never charged corruption on the part of the 
State-House Commissioners, nor is such a 
charge necessary to establish the claim that 
they ought now to be dispensed with. It is 
not denied that they, in full knowledge of 
the constitutional limitation of $3,500,000, 
have proceeded with the work on a scale 
which necessitates, as they say, almost 
another million to complete it. It is not 
denied that when they asked their last ap- 
propriation of $800,000, they gave the Legis- 
lature the assurance that this sum would 
enable them to finish the building by last 
January. It is not denied that the sum of 
$3,500,000 was ample to erect as magnifi- 
cent a State-House as [Illinois desires or 
ought to have. It is not denied that the 
prices of labor and material have so 
shrunken within the last three years 
that $1,000,000 in building would go as 
far as $2,000,000 before the panic. We 
have shown that a fat contract was awarded 
to the Penitentiary at a most favorable figure 
on the ground that a State institution would 
get the benefit thereof, but that the contract 
and profits were turned over to a private in- 
dividual. We have shown that the State-House 
Commissioners have changed the plans from 
time to time in such a way as to involve a 
needless expenditure of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. It is charged that much of the 
work in and about the State-House has been 
done by the day, though the law explicitly 
requires that all the work be done by con- 
tract. It is charged that the Commissioners 
have indulged in a vast amount of ginger- 
bread stucco-work, which is not only in 
bad taste, but which is perishable, and 
gecured only at acost far in excess of its 
actual value. The net result of all this is 
that the State-House is unfinished, and that 
the plans on which it has progressed so far 
require the expenditure of $700,000 more, 
which the people are to be asked to vote. 

The present State-House Commissioners 
are responsible for this state of things, and 
the people of Illinois feel in the matter of 
intrusting the expenditure of more money 
into their hands very much as the people of 
Cook County feel toward the Board of 
County Commissioners. Cook County is to 
be asked to vote bonds to carry on the work 
of the Court-House which has been begun, 
but the people will not do it unless the 
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| cy in Illinois has increased to alarming

who is an able lawyer, will be of more serv- 
ice to the Administration as Attorne y-Gen- 
eral than he would have been in the Navy 
Department, while Mr. MoOrary’s energy 
and public experience will enable him to ad- 
minister the War Department efficiently. 

The only opposition likely to be developedin 
the Senate concerns Messrs. Scuvaz and Key. 
The opposition to the former is entirely per- 
sonal, and is the expression of old spite 
growing out of quarrels of the time Scuurz 
was in the Senate.

If any op- 
position to Day M. Key, of Tennessee, is 
shown by the Democrats in’ the Senate, it 
will be to a certain extent notice that the 
Southern people are not inclined to meet 
President Harzs’ disposition toward them in 
the proper spirit, and they will be the suffer- 
ers. We can scarcely think, however, that 
either personal or party spirit will be per- 
mitted to antagonize appointments so emi- 
nently satisfactory to the country. 


VAGRANCY Laws N 
While our own legislators manifest the ut- 
most apathy and indifference towards the 
suppression of vagrants and tramps, although 
the subject is one of the most important 
that can occupy their attention, the legisla- 
tors of others States are grappling vigorously 
with this growing evil, having sufficient 
judgment to foresee that if something is not 
done now the evil will soon grow to such 
dimensions as to defy laws, endanger society, 
and result in frightful increase of. crime. 
Two very important bills have recently been 
introduced in the Legislature of New York, 
the one bearing directly and the other. indi- 
rectly upon this question; in other words, 
the one being devised to check the extent of 
pauperism, thereby of course checking the 
extent of crime, and the other to reform as 
well as to punish criminals. A slight sketch 
of these two bills may contain some hints of 
value to our law-makers should they ever 
be so far disposed to regard the wishes 
of their constituents as to pro 
them from the ravages of idle, 
thieving, dissolute tramps and vagrants 
who are swarming like locusts in every part 
of the State. The New York Vagrancy bill 
provides substantially that tramps and va- 
grants shall be compelled to support them- 
selves and reduce their numbers. It con- 
templates the appointment by the Governor 
of a board of seven managers in each judi- 
cial district, who are to have no other com- 
pensation than the actual expenses incurred 
in attending to their duties. These managers 
are to hire proper buildings and grounds 
suitable for the employment of vagrants, 
the sexes to be separated under all circum- 
stances, and, except upon the written re- 
quest of the attorney of the county, no va- 
grant is hereafter to be confined in any poor- : 
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house or jail, but only in these district 
buildings. In this manner a system of work- 
houses will be established all over the State, 
having special reference to these misera 
lazzaroni, where they will be kept 

rigid discipline and be compelled to labor. 
The economical features of the plan are as 
commendable as thé reformatory. The cost 
of the buildings and fixtures will be compara- 
tively light, the managers will receive no 
salaries, and the vagrants themselves, ingtead 
of being confined in County Jails, with noth- 
ing to do, will be placed in workhouses, 
where they will be compelled to support 
themselves, instead of being a burden to tax- 
payers or dead-beats upon the comm . 
The Prison bill to which we have alluded is 
reformatory in its nature, and is based upon | 
the idea that the first step towards reforma- 
tion is the awakening of self-respect on the 
part of the prisoner. It provides for an in- 
definite sentence of criminals by making 
their imprisonment dependent upon good 
behavior. Harpers Weekly gives the follow- 
ing outline of it: 

The Courts offenders to the State Re- 
formatory at Elmira shall not Gx upon, state, 
determine, or limit the duration” of the punisb- 
ment. The managers may send to the State Prison 
any prisoner who was more than 30 years old at 
the time of his conviction, or who has been pre- 
viously convicted of crime, and any incorrigible 


prisoner whose presence is seriously hurtful to the 
others. The object of the imprisonment is to pre- 


vent the prisoners from committing crime, to e- 


cure their self-eapport, and to accomplish their 
reformation. The managers are to establish a sys- 
tem of marks, under which every prisoner is to bo- 


managers still retaining custody and supervision. !

THE EAST, 
IGNATIEFF’S MISSION. 

Lowpow, March 7.—The English press is near- 
ly unanimous in the disapproval of the project 
believed to be the basis of Gen. Ignatieff’s mis- 
sion. The prevailing sentiment is that it would 
be unwise to purchase the demobilization of the 
Russian army by the practical surrender of the 
Treaty of Paris and the concession to Russia of 
the future right to establish a protectorate over 
Turkey's European provinces. Even if Turkey 
were able to-work out satisfactory reforms, Rus- 
sia or Russian societies would not give her an 
opportunity to do so. 

RUSSIA SPRAKS. 

Vienna, March 7.—The Political Correspond- 
ence of this city publishes à letter from St. 
Petersburg stating that Prince Gortschakoff has 
instructed Count Schouvaloff to urge the British 
Cabinet to reply to the Russian circular. Count 
Schouvaloff is simultaneously instructed to ex- 
plain Russia’s views as follows: Either of the 
Powers, and especially England, is to consider 
the treaty of 1856 as binding, notwithstanding 
the Porte’s rejection of the decisions of the 
Conference, or Russia will regard the Porte’s 
right derived from the treaty as annulled. In 
the first case Russia claims that the Powers 
must co-operate to bring about the Porte’s 
complete acceptance of the resolutions 
in the original form in which 
they were adopted in the preliminary 
Conferences at Constantinople, and thus every 
means be afforded Russia of avoiding warlike 
complications. If, however, the signatory Pow- 
ers still remain inactive, Russia will consider 
that they renounce insisting upon the obliga- 
tions of Turkey, and also Turkish rights. Russia 
will accordingly declare the Treaty of Paris null 
and void as affecting herself, and ro- 
serve to herself the right of independent 
action. Similar instructions have been sent 
the Russian Ambassadors at Vienna, Berlin, 
Paris, and Rome. 

WILL NOT BE COERCED. 

Lowpox, March 7.—A telegram from Con- 
stantinople says that in the face of the steps

The flames spread rapidly 
among the infammable material, and, ascend- 
ing through the ventilating shaft and through 
the recesses in the wall, mounted from 
story to story, bursting out through 
the opening in the shaft on each 
floor, and in a few moments had spread 
throughout the vast edifice, completely baffling’ 
the efforts of the firemen to check them. One 
great difficulty which met and almost conquered 
the exertion of the firemen at the outset was a 
lamentable scarcity of water and of hydrants.

RAILROAD-PROJECTS IN IOWA. 
Spectal Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Das Mom, Ia., March 6.—The people of 
Iowa want railroads in many sections; but, un- 
der the influence of the Railroad-Tariff laws, 
capitalists will invest no money in railroads in 
this State. The recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court on the Granger laws will 
add stronger objections to inves.ment. Said a 
prominent railroad-man to your correspondent 
yesterday, in reply to aquery as to the effect of the 
decision: The decision will put an end to rail- 
road-building in every State affected by the de- 
cision. Every doillar invested in building rail- 
roads would be lost. The returns made to the 
Executive Council for 1876, of railroad-carnings, 
shows an unprofitable business. No road which 
owes a dollar of debt but shows a deficit, and 
this with an increased business. 

Yet the ple want more railro and to 
get them they must beafldthem. To this end 
several roads are now projected to be built by 
taxes voted under the Aid law passei 
last winter. 

A company has been imeorporated as the Des 
Moines River Railway Company, with a capital 
of $100,000, to build a road from some point on 
the Iowa Division of the Illinois Central Road 
to a point on the Sioux City & St. Paul Road, 
through Palo Alto County. The headquarters 
of the Company is at Emmetsburg. President,

Last year I read some more of Demosthenes, 
and the four first books of Aristotle's Organon, all 
which I tabuiated in the same manner as his 
Rhetvric. 

In Latin I read all the works of Tacitus, ex- 
cept the dialogue concerning oratory, and great 
part of Juvenal and began Quintilian. In mathe- 
matics and their apolication | read Emerson's Op- 
tice, and a treatise on trigonometery by Prof. 
Wallace of the military, near Bagshot, intended 
fer the use of the cadets. I likewise resolved sev- 
eral problems in various branches of mathematics ; 
and began an article on Flaxions in the * Edinbarg 
Encyclopedia.’ 

This year I read Plato's dialogues called 
‘Georgias and Protagoras, and his * Republic,’ 
of which I made an extract. I am still reading 
Quintilian and the articie on Fluxions, and am 
performing without book the problems in Simp- 
son's Select Exercises. 

Last year I bezan to learn logic. I have read 
several Latin books of logie; those of Smith, 
Brerewood, and Du Trieu, and part of Burgets- 
dinius, as iar as I have gone in Aristotle. I ve 
also read Hobbes’ Logic. 

**T am now learning political economy. I have 
made a kind of treatise from what my father has 
explained to me on that subject, and I am now 
reading Mr. Ricardo's work and writing an abstract 
of it. [have learned a little natural philosophy, 
and, having an opportanity of attending a course 
of lectures on chymistry, delivered by Mr. Phillips 
at the Royal Military College, I have apphed my- 
self particularly to that science, and have read the 
last edition of Dr. Thomson's System of Chymis- 


try. 

What Englien I have read since the year 1814 
1 cannot tell you, for I cannot remember so lon 
ago. But 1 recollect since that time I have rea 
Fergusson's Roman and Mitford's Grecian History. 
I have also read a great deal of Livy by myself. I 
have sometimes tried my hand at writing history. 
I had carried a history of the United Provinces 
from their revolt from in, im the reign of Philip 
II., to the accession of the Stadtholder, William 
III., to the throne of England. 
** T had likewise begun to write a History of the 
Roman Government, which I had carried down to 
the Licinian Laws. I should have 
to learn French before this time, 
my father has for a lo time had 
contemplation to go o the Continent, 
there to reside for some time. But as we are hin- 
dered from poms by my father’s late appointment 
in the East India house, I shall begin to learn 
French as soon as my sisters have made progress 
enough in Latin to learn with me. 

I have now and then attempted to write

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THE WAREHOUSEMEN. 
APPLYING FOR LICENSES. 

The of the grain elevators in this cit 
consider themselves thoroughly reconstructed. 
They bow to the inevitable, and regard the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States as final. 


Yesterday five petitions were filed in the Circait 


business as public warehousemen. The first appl 
cants were J. and E. Buckingham, who set ont that 
they are mavagers of two warehouses, known as 
„Central Elevators A and B. located on the south 
ide of the Ch'cago River, on the grounds of the 
IUnnols Central Railroad Company, near the outer 
harbor. They have large facilities for storing 
grain, and ask for a license to transact business as 
public warehousemen of Class A. Application was 
at once made to Judge Williams, and he authorized 
a license to be issued on a bond for $10,000 being 
filed, with Catherine P. Buckingham as surety. 
George Armour, Charles 8. Dole, and Albert A. 
managers of three ware known as 
o. Burli n & Quincy Elevators, 
B, and C, near Sixteenth street, fied a similar 
on for a license as warehousemen of Class A. 
A license was issued by the same Judge, under 
bond for $10, 000, with James II. Dole as surety. 
William Diet inson & Co., proprietors of the IIn- 
nois River Elevator, loca ou the west side of 
the South Branch, between Madison and Randolph 
streets, also asked for and received a license as 
warehousemen of Class A on giving a bond for 
10,000, with George H. Wheeler and James R. 


cKay as sureties. 
Flint, Thompson & Co., reof the Rock 
Island Elevators A and B, on east side of the 
South Brauch, near Twelfth and Clark streets, on 
their petition received a license, Class A, on filing 
the usual bond for $10,000, with Asa Dow as 
surety. 
Finally Munger, Wheeler & Co. came in with 
their petition and obtamed a license like the 
others on filing a bond for $10,000, with Murry 
Nelson as surety. They are proprietors of the

TO-DAY A PETITION WILL BE CIRCULATED 
on Change * the Legislature to amend that 
section of the Warehouse law which makes the 
maximum charge for storage and handling 2 cents 
for the first thirty days or part thereof, and i cent 
for each additional fifteen days or rt thereof. 
The pro amendment provides that the maxi- 
mum charge will be 144 cents for the first ten days, ) 
and % cent for each additional ten days or frac- 
tional part thereof. Previous to tne acceptance of 
the law by the warebousemen, the rate was 2 cents 
for the fret twenty days and , cent for each ad- 
ditional ten or fraction thereof. The proposed 
amendment is acompromise. Under it the storage 
for thirty days will be 2K cents, & cent more than 
the statutory figure, and K cent less than 
the rate which has been current for the 
past fifteen or twenty years. The 
winter rate, for which the statute makes no 
provision, it is contemplated to continne on the 
oasis of four cents from Nov. 15 to April 15. The 
elevator men claim that the proposed schedule will 
materially increase the grain trade of the city, an 
be of great benefit to the 1 shippers, and 
the farming community. he latter wil) realize 
for their own immediate profit the three-fourths 
cent difference between the storage rates of one 
andafourth and two cents; and the shippers to 
Eastern markets will be enabled to fill orders with 
greater rapidity, as holders of cash receipts will 
— to sell rather than hold on, and pay the ad- 

itional half cent for the second ten days or frac- 
tional part. From another point of view 
it will result beneficently to the warehousemen. 
It is well known that with large stocks of grain on 
hand and in the busy season, it is extremely diffi- 
cult for the warehousemen to handle damp wheat 
or corn, so as to either keep it from or check its 
further heating. The new scheme, it is claimed, 
will tend to keep down accumulations, and in this 
way lessen the chances of heating, and enable the 
warehousemen to give that attention which the 
rfect curing and taking care of grain requires. 
e proposed schedule, though a little higher than 
the maximum allowed by the statute now in force, 
is considerably less than the tariff voluntarily 
imposed as the custom of the trade. 
The warehousemen do not claim that they 
will rigidly enforce their proposed maximum. 
They will meet any rate that may be imposed by 
the elevator proprietors of Milwaukee, Racine, 
Kenosha, or other competing points; and in addi- 
tion they promise to do all in their power to at- 
tract trade to this city. 
It was currently reported on ‘Change yesterday 
that two of the largest Eastern shipping houses 
CONTEMPLATED ENTERING SUIT 
at an early day against the warehousemen to re- 
cover the overcharge on storage caused by the non- 
compliance of the latter with the law from 
the time of its enactment up to the 
date of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States pronouncing the law 
constitutional. A Tunes reporter had an inter- 
view yesterday with the head of one of the houses 
alluded to. e stated that there had been some 
talk about entering such suit, but he could not say 
or approximate how much the damages would be | 
setat. It would take three or four months to fig- 
ure out the amount, as the receipts would have 
to be gone over one by one, and the excess figured 
up to the fraction.
